t^ Th(S iNtRODIXCTlOK. 

The Holy Bible ^ which for fo many Ages was 
concealed from, or denied to chofe chat were called 
the Laiety, is now in the Poffeffion of almoft every 
Family, and by the Infticution of Charity-Schools* 
Children of the meancft fort of the People^ are not 
only taught to read, but are alfo' inftru£led in the 
Doctrines and Precepts of the Chriftian Religion ; 
the Knowledge and Obfervance of which are abfo- 
lutely rcquifice to the obtaining eternal Salvation. 

It muft be allowed, that there arc many excellent 
Catcchifms, which contain the Principal Articles of 
the Chriftian Religion, and are admirably adapted 
for the Inftruflion of Youth : But as the Bible is the 
Fountain from whence all thefe Rivulets are derived, 
whatever contributes to the Knowledge of the Holy 
Scripture cannot but be of great Ufe. The moft 
learned Men that have wrote upon the Bible^ have 
acknowledged that Scripture is the beft Expofitor 
of itfelf. The Harmony that is found' beD^een the 
Books of MofcSy the PJalms, the Prophets and the 
New Tejiament do in a wonderful manner, both il« 
fuftrate and fupport the Authority of each other. 

The New ^eftament is the real Light of the figu- 
rative Darknefs of the Types and Myfteries of the 
Oldy the very Confummation of the) Prophecies of 
good Things to come. By comparing one parif of 
the Holy Scriptures with another, many difficult 
Paflages are made clear and eafy to be underftood; 
and the plaineft Dodtrines which relate either to Faith 
or Praftice, are ftrengthened and confirmed. 

To this EflTay I was induced by obferving that the 
ufual Method of reading the Bible from one Chapter 
to another, as they ftand in Order, makes it very 
difficult for thofe of low Capacities, to obferve the 
Connexion of the facred Hiftory, and the Illuftration 
that one part of it receives from the other, without 
having it pointed out to them; and therefore I 
thought it might be of fome Ufe, that where there 

is 
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is a plain Reference and Analogy of one part to the 
other, the Hiftory, Application and Analogy tnighc 
be feen in one View. 

Great Part of the Holy Bible is Hiftorical ; and as 
Hiftory is the mod apt and ufeful way of conveying 
Inftru&ion to the Mind, efpecially to thofe of ten- 
der Years, (becaufe it carries with it the force of Ex- 
ample as well as Precept) fo by comparing and con- 
ne&ing the different PaiTages that relate to each o- 
ther, the whole is illuftrated and explained; and 
therefore makes a deeper and more lafling Impref- 
Iion upon the Mind. 

The great Ufe of thus reading and comparing the 
Scripture is fo evident, that I need not enlarge upon 
it, and yet how few are there that will allow them- 
fclves Time to do it? Nay, how many are there, 
that becaufe they will not be at the Pains to confider 
and examine the Scriptures, refufe or neglcft the 
Means by which thofe feeming Difficulties which 
they raife to themfclvcs may be removed ? 

It was this Confideration that induced me to pub- 
lifh this EiTay, which was at firft intended only for 
my own private Ufe ; and however imperfedt this At- 
tempt may be, however unfit for the Perufal of thofe, 
whofe Study and Profeffion renders them far more 
capable of undertaking a Work of this Nature, than 
I prefume to be ; yet as nothing of this Kind, or at 
leafl in this Method, has been yet made publick, if 
from this imperfe6l Eflay, the Charity-Children and 
common fort of People may reap any Benefit, I fhall 
think my Labour fully recompenfed. 

I have avoided giving my own Thoughts by way 
of Comment upon any Texts of Scripture, not only 
out of a juft Senfe how unequal I fhould be to fuch a 
Talk, but alfo out of a firm Perfuafion that Scrip- 
ture is never fo well interpreted as by itfelf. It is 
our befl, our fafefl, our only infallible Guide. There 
is a Concord and Harmony throughout the whole, 

that 
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that carries with it the cleareft Evidence of its being 
a Divine Revelation. 

It is evident, that the Holy Scripture, if duly con- 
fidered, tends to fee forth and difplay the Infinite 
Wifdom and Providence of God in his Government 
of the World, and his ineftimable Love to Mankind 
in the Redemption of it : But yet fome of thofe Paf- 
fages, if confidcrcd fingly by themfclves, may feem 
obfcure by being but fhortly related, which in other 
parts of Scripture are made clear, plain, and obvioM 
to the meaneft Apprehenlions. 

Ftrjiy The Account we have of the Creadon of 
the World, in the Book of Genefu^ is very much il- 
luftrated by the magnificent Defcriptions that are to 
be found of it in other parts of the Scripture. 

Secondly, The direful Confequences of the Difobe- 
dience of our firft Parents upon themfelves and all 
their Pofterity will more fully appear by what is 
cxprefled in the New Teftament relating thereto. 

Thirdly, Enoch, the feventh from Adam, was a 
Preacher of Righteoufnefs , and not only warned 
that Generation of the approaching Flood, but alfo 
foretold the Dcftruftion of the World by Fire. 

His Tranflation to Heaven was a vifible Aflu- 
rance, that notwithftanding the great length of the 
Lives of thofe of that Generation, yet there was a 
future and eternal State, into which all Mankind were 

to pafs. 

This Miracle was again repeated, and the fame 

Hope of Immortality declared by the Afcent of £/i- 

jab to Heaven, and this at a Time when both the 

Princes, Pricfts, and People of Ifrael, were funk in* 

to the groflcft Idolatries and other Impieties. 

But tnis important Truth (upon the Belief of which 
all Religion depends) was confirmed beyond all Con* 
tradition, by our Saviour's Refurre6tion and Afcent 
into Heaven, having by Death deftroyed him who 
had the Power of Deaths that is the Devil^ and deli- 
vered 
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vci^d them who, thro' Fair of Death, were all their 
life-time fubjeft to Bondage ; and thereby eternal 
Life and Iminortality were cdrougbt into the deareft 
Li^t by the Gofpel. 

FsurMy^ The Subverfion of S$dcm by Fire firoca 
Heaven, is a Type of that Perdition which is prepa* 
red for the ungodly, when our Saviour (hall come 
in flaming Fire, taking Vengeance on them that 
blow not God^ and obey not the Gofpd, who fliaU 
be puniihed with an everlaltinfl; Defbro&ioii, from 
the Prefence of the Lord, and from the Glory of his 
Power. 

How great an Uluftration does the Story of the 
Faith of jikrabam in the Old Tefiament^ receive by 
being compared with what our Saviour and his A« 
poftles fay of it in the New^ where it is made the 
Standard and Example of that Faith which is to bo 
ezercifed by the Members of the Chriftian Church, 
which Ads of Faith nuy be reduced to the follow- 
ing Particulars. 

I. His leaving his Native Conntrey upon the Di- 
vine Command, which is clearly reprefented in He-^ 
htitos xi. 8, 9, 10. The Parallel to which, in the Chri* 
ftian Church, is the Obedience to the Divine Com- 
mand, not to love this World, nor the Things that 
are in it, but to fet our Affedions on theThinea 
that are above, which every one in his Bapcom 
vows to do. 

II. The iecond great Ad of Abrabanfz Faith was 
his Confidence in the Promifes, which aflured him^ 
that be ihould have a Son by Sarab^ when, accord- 
ing to the Courfe of Nature, the Thing promifed 
was highly improbable ; and which miraculous Child 
ihould have a numerous Pofterity that ihould inherit 
all the Land of Canaan^ and from whom the Mejftab 
ihould dcfcend. 

OH. The third Inftance of his Faith, was his offer- 
ing up Jfaac^ the Son of the Promife, the Sincerity 

of 
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of his Patch exprefling itfelf in an abfolute Obe« 
dience to the Divine Command ; for he accounted 
that God was able to raife him up even from the 
Dead, from whence alfo he received him in a Figure: 
So that as it is dated by St. James^ his Faith wrought 
with his Works. 

What is parallel to this, in the Chriftian Church, is 
a firm Belief that Cbriji^ the promifed Seed of whom 
Jfaac was a Type, was born of a pure Virgin by the 
Holy Gboftj and after his Sufferings raifed from the 
Dead, by the Power of God, to fulfil the Promifcs 
made to the Fathers, and that all Believers muft be 
born again of the Holy Gboftj and raifed like to Cbriji 
to Eternal Life at the laft Day ; and in general, it is 
fuch a Faith, as muft be cxcrcifed in an entire Re- 
liance upon the Divine Promifcs, whereby all pe- 
nitent Believers are affur'd of the Divine Mercy, in 
the Pardon of their manifold Tranfgreffions, and of 
the Almighty Affiftancc of Divine Grace, by which 
they fliall be enabled to overcome all the Powers of 
Sin and Darknefs, and fo be made meet for the In- 
heritance of the Saints in Eternal Life and Blifs. 

Jacobs not long before his t)eath, foretels the co* 
ming of the MeJJiabj and that the Sceptre fhould not 
depart from Judab kill Sbilob come, which was ac- 
cordingly fulfilled. 

In the Story of Jofipb we have the Inftance of a 
moft fublime Virtue, founded upon the Fear of the 
Almighty, which induced him to undergo the 
Miferies of a Dungeon rather than comply with the 
Allurements of his wanton Miftrcfs. This his re- 
folved Piety was amply rewarded even in this Life, 
being advanced from a Prifon to be the Ruler over 
all the Lands of Egypf^ and thereby the Preferver of 
his Father and all his Family in the Time of an uni- 
Verfal Famine. 

The Deliverance of the Hebrews out of that Bon- 
dage with which they were fo cruelly opprcflcd, i§ both 

by 
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hj our Saviour and the Apoftles made the Reprefen- 
ucion of that much greater DeliTerance from eternal 
Death and Mifery, which all thofe that believe in 
Jefiis Cbrift fhould be refcued from, for fuch fhall 
never perifh, but have everlafting Life. 

All the Sacrifices and Inftitutions of the Ceremo- 
nial Law, were the Types and Shadows of that great 
Sacrifice which ijie Mefiiah fhould offer up for the 
Sins of the World, and therefore being but the Sha- 
dow of good Things to come, were to be abolifh'd. 

The Hand of Canaan^ into the PofTefiion of which 
the Hebrews were conducted by Jojhua^ was a mod 
fertile and pleafant Land, but here they could not 
long abide, by reafon of Death ; and therefore Da- 
vid the moft excellent of all their Princes in the 
heighth of his Profperity, upon the Dedication of 
the immenfe Treafures which he had acquir'd for the 
building the Temple, acknowledges that they were 
but Strangers and Pilgrims on the Earth, and in«it 
they could have no continuing Abode : and in many 
of the Pfalms expreifes, that his Hope and Defire was 
only fix'd upon the £xpe£btion of eternal Blifs, anc} 
therefore cries out. Whom have I in Heaven but thee ? 
and there is none on the Earth I defire beftdes thee ; for 
in thy Prefence alone is fulnefs of Joy^ and Pleafures for 
evermore: For as the Apoftle obfcrves, they that fay 
fuch Things^ declare plainly that they feek a Countrey^ 
that is, an Heavenly. 

The Books of Judges, and the Hiftory of the Kings 
of Judah and Ifrael, are the clear and full Reprcfen- 
tations of the Soverein Dominion of the Almighty in 
the World ; for while thcfe People continued in their 
Regard and Obedience to the Divine Commands, 
they livM in the greateft Peace and Profperity, and 
without the Affiftance of any foreign Alliance, were 
protefted from all the Infults of their Enemies. 

But whca they funk into Idolatry and other Im- 

a pieties^ 
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pieties, they were cruelly harafs'd by feveral Na* 
tions, as well as by Inceftine Wars and Difcords. 

The ten Tribes were driven out of their Land, and 
carried Captive into foreign Countries, where they 
now remain in the very manner as was foretold by 
Mofes^ and the Prophets. 

This Divine Severity not reclaiming the two re- 
maining Tribes from their Idolatries, and other great 
Wickedncfs, they were carried Captive to Babylon^ 
their Temple deftroyed, and their Countrey hid dc- 
folate ; and being reftored after feventy Years Cap- 
tivity, they foon fell into many great Impieties, and 
at laft filled up the Meafure of their Iniquities, by re- 
je&ing and crucifying the Mefllah the Lord of Glo- 
ry, and perfecuting his Difciples. 

The proper Ufe which I conceive is to be made 
upon the reading thefe tragick Stories, is to confider 
that Rigbteoufnefs exaltetb a Nation^ but Sin is a Re^ 
f^acb to any People^ and that the Dominion of 
the Almighty in the World has been, and is now th^ 
fiime as it was then, for that which hath been is now, 
and that which is to be hath already been ; which is 
clearly ftated by Sir JValter Rawleigb in his excellent 
Preface, wherein is the following Obfervation. 

** I will examine, fays he, what Profit hath been 
•* gathered by our own Kings, and their Neighbouring 
«* Princes, who having beheld both in Divine and 
** humane Letters the Succefs of Infidelity^ Injuftice 
•• and Cruelty^ have notwithftanding planted after the 
** fame Pattern. But the Judgments of God are for 
•* ever unchangeable, neither is he wearied by the 
" long procefs of Time, nor wont to give his Blef- 
** fing in one Age to that which he hath curfcd in 
•* another : Therefore thofe that are wife, will be a- 
•* ble to difcern the bitter Fruits of Irreligious Policy^ 
** as well among thofe Examples that are found in A- 
•* gcs removed far from the prcfent, as in thofe of 

latter 
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*• latter Times •^ And of which he gives many In- 
ftances from the Hiftory of the Kings of England and 
other Nations. 

If the Hiftory of the Hebrew and Cbriftian Church 
be compared, there feems to be a very near Re- 
femblance between them, as may appear in the fol- 
lowing Inftances. 

The Hebrews^ notwithftanding their long and cru- 
el Oppreffions in Egypt^ and the many Attempts to 
deftroy them, yet grew, and multiplied exceeding- 
ly; in which State of Servitude they continued a- 
bovc three hundred Years. 

The Chriftian Church was, for above three hun- 
dred Years cruelly harafsM, and perfecuted both by 
Jews and Gentiles, the whole Power of the Roman 
Empire in vain attempting by cruel Torments and 
Perfecutiobs to extirpate Chriftianity : But the Pri- 
mitive Chriftians, being endued with a Divine Forti- 
tude, triumphed over all the Rage and Power of their 
Enemies, fo that the Blood of the Martyrs became 
the Seed of the Church, which was planted in all 
Parts of the Roman Empire. 

The IfraelUes being put into the Pofleflion of the 
Land of Canaan^ foon after JoJhucf% Death fell into 
thofe Idolatries and other Impieties, for which the 
Canaanites were extirpated. 

The Emperor Conftantine having embraced Chri- 
ftianity, became not only the Proteftor of the Chri- 
ftians, but endowed the Church with great Riches. 
What Influence this had upon the Clergy, appeared 
before the Death of this great Emperor, who was 
forced to call a General Council to put a Stop to the 
Arian Herefy, which (chough fupprefled for a Time) 
was revived in the Time of his Son and Succeflbr 
Conjlantiusj who became a moft virulent Perfecutor, 
and too many of the Ecclefiafticks became the great 
Promoters of this Herefy and Perfecution. 

This Damnable Herefy of denying the Lord that 

a z bought 
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bought them, having difFufed itfclf over moft of the 
yiftan and African Chiirches, the fwifc Deftruftion 
which was foretold by St. Peter^ was brought upan 
them by the Saracens^ who in a ihort Time over-run 
the grcateff part of Afta and Africa^ defolated their 
Cities, deftroyed their Churches, and laid wafte ma- 
ny fruitful Countries ; fo that in many Refpefts, there 
feems to be a great Refemblance between the Cala- 
mities that fell upon the ten Tribes by the AJfyrianr^ 
and thofe that were brought upon the Chriftian 
Church by the Saracens. 

The two Tribes which remained (who, notwhhftan- 
ing all the Calamities that came upon the ten Tribes, 
and the many Warnings they had given them from 
Heaven by feveral Prophets, would not be reclaimed 
from their Fondnefs for Idols) were carried Captive 
to Babylon^ their Temple plundered and. burnt, their 
Cities, and Countrey laid defolate. The Parallel, to 
which is the State of the remaining part of the Ea- 
fiem or Greek Churches, into which the groflcft Ido- 
latries were introduced under Chriftian Names ; and 
fo obftinatc were the Ecclefiaftics in carrying on this 
Impiety, that notwithftanding all the Attempts that 
were made by fomo of the Greek Emperors to fupprefs 
Idolatry, it was not only openly profefs*d, butavow'd 
and eftablilh'd in the Greek and Latin Churches. 

This was foon followed by the terrible Vengeance 
that fell upon the Greek Empire and Churches, by 
the Turks, who took Conjlantinople the Capital City 
of the Empire; in the Siege and Sacking of which, 
are many Circumftances which very much refemble the 
Calamities that befel the Jews in the Siege and ta- 
king oi Jerufalem. But this Suggeftion is fubmitted 
to the Confideration of thofe who are more vers'd in 
Ecclefiaftical Hiftory than I pretend to be. 

What is to be the Fate of the Myftical Babylon^ 
and the Anticliriftian Empire, by whofc Idolatries, 
Impieties and Tyranny the Church has been fo long 

poilated 
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polluted and opprcfs*d, is very cxprcfly foretold 
both by the Apoftles and Prophets } fo that although 
this Enlpire has had a longer Continuance than ;all 
the four other great Monarchies, yet there is all the 
Reafon to believe that the Myiftical Babylon will fall 
and be no more. 

I am fenfible that this Attempt of comparing the 
Holy Scriptures may by fome be thought a needlefs 
Undertaking, lince there are fo many References in 
the Margin of the greater Bibles ; but many of them 
relate only to Words of the fame Signification ; and 
befides, how few of thofe who have them> will be 
at the Pains of turning from one end of the Bible to 
the other to compare them ? 

I have endeavoured to keep the Hiftorical Part en- 
tire, but have omitted many Chapters relating to the 
particular Laws and Cuftoms of the Ifraeliies^ infert- 
mg chiefly fuch as are referred tc^in the New Tejia^ 
ment^ and other Parts of the Scripture. 

The Hiftory of their Kings contained in the Books 
of Samuel^ Kings and Chronicles are abftraded, only 
inferting thofe Chapters out of thefe Books where the 
fame Matters of Fads are mod fully related ; in ma- 
ny Places the Contents only are inferted, JTo that the 
Chapters at length may be eafily found and turn- 
ed to. To which is added fome part of the Book of 
Jeremiah and Daniel^ which contain the Relation of 
Fafts not cxprefs*d elfewhcre. 

Though the Holy Scripture inftrufts us in all Things 
neceflary to our everlafting Salvation, and affords 
the greateft Comfort and Support in our PafTage to 
it, yet fuch is the Pride and Pcrverfcncfs of fome 
Men, that they chufe to be guided by their own weak 
Reafon, rather than fubmit to the Dirediion of the 
Divine Revelation. But it is no Wonder that thofe 
who arc indulging their vicious Inclinations, Ihould 
hate that Light, which not only reproves, but de- 
nounces 
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nounces eternal Vengeance againfl: all Ungodlinefy 
and Unrighceoufnefs of Men. 

The Reafoning upon Righteoufnefs and Judgments 
to come, by a Prifoner at the Bar, threw once a 
Rman Governor into a Fit of Trembling ; it is from 
thefe Pangs that Men of vicious Lives are endea- 
vouring to (kreen themfelves by Infidelity, and the 
Hopes that their Souls and Bodies will expire toge- 
ther; and this is the Opiate, upon which their fa»- 
cy*d Happinefs depends. 

It is too apparent, that Infidelity is become the 
felhionable Vice of this Age •, but I am perfuaded no- 
thing can more effedtually tend to the putting a Stop 
to it, than the pious Care which you take of the 
Charity-Schools, where Children are taught both to 
believe, and do as the Gofpel requires. 

If the Harmony of the Holy Scriptures which 
I have attempted to make, and am very fenfible is 
here impcrfeftly perform*d, (for I do not pretend ta 
Criticifm ;) fliall by the Blefling of the Almighty be 
of the leaft Ufe, either in givmg Encouragement to 
any to read the Scriptures with Attention, or (hall 
afford them any Afliftance in the right Underftand- 
ing of them, lo that they may take Delight in the 
Law of God, and medicate therein Day and Night, 
my Labour will be fully rccompcnfed ; for the very 
Searchics into thefe Treafures of Divine Wifdom and 
Knowledge, afford fuch Delights as are not eafily to 
be exprefs'd. 

If it (hall pleafe the Almighty to prolong ray Life, 
I will endeavour to purfue the fame Method in Rela- 
tion to the Pfalms and the New Tejtdmenly in which I 
have made fome Progrefs. 

The Tranflation of the Letter from the Earl of 
Mirandola to his Nephew, contains fo much true 
Piety, and fuch ftrong Reafons for the Prafticeof it, 
and fo fully recommends the reading of the Holy 

Scriptures 
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Scriptmres with Diligeace and AtCentioo, that I have 
Added it to this Euay.

THAT you are furroundcd with Temptations to 
do Evil, and to violate the Rules of Piety you 
have laid down for the Condudb of your Life, ought 
neither to be the Subjeft of your Wonder , your 
Grief, or you Fear : For how much jgreater would 
the Wonder be, if to you the Way tp Heftvep was 
broad and eafy, when all Mankind have found ic 
narrow, and a Paflfage, not to be gained without 
much Labour and Difficulty ? Can you imagine that 
there are now no more Allurements in the World, no^ 
fpiritual Enemies to encounter, or no carnal Affe^« 
tions to be overcome ? 

But St. James fays. Rejoice^ when you fall into di^ 
vers Temptations^ and very juftly too; for where is 
the Hope of Glory ^ if there is none of Vi£lory ? Or 
how can there be a Viftory, when there is nothing 
to conquer ? Tell me, my dear Nephew, if any of the 
Things of this World arc to be obtained without 

firft 
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^rft undergbing much Labour , and many Diffi- 
culties. 

The Merchant^ if he after a ten Years Voyage can 
thcreafe ht9 Eftate, repines at none of the many Dif- 
ficulties and Dangers he has pafled through. 

I fliall not mention to you the Perils of a SoUur^s 
Life, Experience has fufficiently inftrufted you in 
them. « 

How great is the Trouble, how miny the Anxie- 
ties which furround the Way to the Favour of Prin- 
ce^ in the gaining Friends, and acquiring Honours? 

Thefe I can better learn of you, than tell you ; 
for I am content with tny Books^ and I have endea^ 
voured to retire within my felif, and farther than 
this, I do nOt aim or afpire. 

Shall we then labour with fo much Eagernefs after 
the uncertain fading Things of this Life, which are 
common both to us and Brutes? 

And fhall we take fo little Pains to obtain an e^ 
ternal Inberitanct^ infinitely above all that Eye evet* 
faw, or Ear heard, or ever entred into the Heart of 
Man to conceive ? 

Why are we thus unwillingly drawn to the Lov6 
and Service of the jOmigbty ; as if God needed us, 
or that the Inhabitants of the Heavenly Manfiont 
could not be happy without us? 

Indeed, if earthly Happinefs could be obtained 
without any Pains of ours, would any lehufe this mo- 
ther tban the Favour and Blefliiigs of the Almighty IP 

But if the way of the Ungodly is not IcS, nay 
more uneafy than the Paths of Righteoufnefs *, is it 
not the height of Madnefs not to follow that which 
leads to the Rewards of our Labours, rather than 
that wherein only the Punijhment of them is to be 
found ? 

I omit the Peace, and Felicity of a Confcience void 
of Offence towards God and Man, which is certainly 
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the grcfttcft Pleafure wc are capable of enjoying irf 
this Life, 

What can there be defirablc in the Pleafures of the 
World, which tire us in their Purfuit, infatuate us 
in their Enjoyment, and torment us by their Lofs ? 

Can you doubt that the Minds of the Wicked are 
agitated with perpetual Difquietudes , when the 
Word of God, and the Experience of all Ages affure 
us, that the Wicked are like the troubled Sea, never 
Sit Reft? 

Are thefe then the Perjbns wt are to envy? Are 
thefc they we are to emulate? And being forgetful 
<>f our immortal Soulsj and our Duty to our Hea- 
venly Father, fhall we chufe to live with them wick- 
edly^ to die mi/erably^ and to be tormented hereaf- 
ter in unquenchable Flames ? 

You meet, no doubt, continually with innume- 
rable Impediments, in running that Race which 
leads to the Prize of Eternal Blifs *, and which with- 
out gre^ Care •will hardly be furmounted. 

But amongd all thefe the mod deftruftive Peft k 
the Lives and Converfations of thofe who, undef 
the Prince of Darknefs their Ruler, are wholly cm- 
ployed in ridiculing and deftroying all Principles of 
lleligion and Virtue, fighting under the Banner of 
Death and Hell, againft God and his Cbrift. 

But do you cry out with the Prophet, let us break 
their Bonds af under ^ and caft their Cords from us\ fot 
thefe are thofe whom God hath given up to Igno- 
miny and a reprobate Life, that they may do thofe 
Things which are not convenient, full of all Iniquity, 
JFull of Envy, Adulteries, Uncleannefs, Deceit, Ha- 
ters of God, Proud, without natural AfFedlion; 
F*riend{hip, or Piety, who though they fee theju- 
ftice of (jod daily, yet confider not that they who 
do fuch Things are worthy of Death, and not only 
thcy^ but fuch as confenr to thofe that do them.

Conform not your fclf therefore to thofe that de- 
fpife and negle^ Religion; but alwajs remember 
what the Apoftle faith,- it is better lo pUafe Gad, than 
Mtn\ and that if I pleafe Men, I am not the Ser- 
vant of Cbrijt. 

When I confider thefe Men, I do not know whe- 
ther to wonder at their Folly, or deplore their Con- 
fiition. Certainly it is the Height of Madnefs not to 
believe the Gofpel, the Truth of which tl^e Blood 
of Martyrs hath teftified, the Apoftles hive preach- 
ed. Miracles proved, Reafon con^rmed, the Ele- 
ments declared, and the Qevils confeiTed. 

But hr greater is that Madnefs, if not doubting 
of the Truth of the Gofpel, we live as if we were 
fiitisfied of the palfenefs of it. If it is true, that a co- 
vetous Mai) ihall not enter the Kingdom of Heaven, 
why are we fo anxioufly heaping up Riches ? If it is 
true, that we are to feek Glory from God and not 
from Men, why are we fo folicitous for their Ap- 
plaufe ? What ihall I fay more, there are indeed ma- 
ny that are called Cbrijlians^ but few are fo in 
Reality. 

Do yon endeavour to enter in at the ftraic Gate, 
and not regard what others do^ but what ought tp 
)>e done. 

For neither will your Glory be lefs, if you are hap- 
py with a few, nor your Pqnifhment leifened by the 
Multitude of Fellow-fuffcrers. 

There are two Remedies againfl: the Allurenients 
of the World and the Devil, which may be always 
prefent with you, namely. Charity and Prayer ; for 
what can we do without the AJfylance of God, or how 
will he aflift us uninvoked^ and invoked how will he 
hear us, who regard not the Cries of the Needy? Ic 
is written, wUb what Meafure tbou metejlj it Jhall be 
V\eafured to tbee again. 

When I exhort you to Prayer^ I dp not mean long 
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Prajirs, but thofe that come from the Seerets of (bo 
Hearty which are only acceptable to God, 

Be not concerned how lengy but how ardent your. 
Prayer is, rather interrupted by 3ighs, than con- 
tinued. 

If you defire to be pleafing to God, and to be 
for ever happy, let no Day pMs without approaching , 
the Throne ofGedt by humble Prayer, through the 
Intercejjwn of Cbrift Jefus our Redeemer-, not with the 
Lips only, but with all the AffeAions of your Soul: 
Cry out with the Royal Prophet, Remember not the 
Sins of i»y Touth^ but according to thy Mercj remember 
aie for thy Goodnefs Sake, O Lord. 

I nuke ic my humble Requeft to you, that 704 
would not fail to read the Holy Scriptures Night and 
Morning with great Attention ; for as it is our Duty, 
to mcflitate upon the Law of God Day and Night* 
fo nothing can be more ufeful. 

For there' is in the Holy Scriptures a Celeftial and 
eSicacious Power, inflaming the Soul with the Di- 
vine Fear apd Love. 

Laftly^ you fliould never forget that the Son of God 
died for you, and that this Life is of a very fliort 
Continuance-, with thefc two Spurs, thconeof Fear, 
the other of Love, haften through this your fliort 
Stage of momentary and uncertain Life^ to the Re- 
W^rcjs of ^n eternal Blifs.

7 And he aflced Pharaoh's Officers that were with him in 
the Ward of his Lord's Houfp, fayiqg, Wherefore look yo 
fo fadly To-day ? 

8 AxiA tfi^y fold unto him. We have dreamed a Dream, 
T^A there i^ no Interpeter of it. And Jofeph faid untq 
them. Do not Interpretations belppg to Qqd i xq]\ oie them, 
I pray you. 

9 An4 
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$ And the chief Butler told his Dream to Jofeph, and 
laid unto him. In my Dream, behold, a Vine was before 
tne. 

10 And in the Vine were three Branches : and it was as 
though it budded, and her Bloflbms (hot forth -, and the 
Clutters thereof brought forth ripe Grapes. 

1 1 And Pharaoh's Cup was in my Hand : and I took 
the Grapes, and prefled them into Pharaoh's Cup, and I 
gave the Cup into Pharaoh's Hand. 

12 And Jofeph faid unto him. This is the Interpretatioti 
of it : The three Branches are three Days. 

• 13 Yet within three Days fliall Pharaoh lift up thine 
Head, and reftore thee unto thy Place : and thou {halt da-> 
liver Pharaoh's Cup into his Hand, after the former manner 
when thou waft his Butler. 

14 But think on me when it (hall be well with thee, and

1 9 Yet within three Days fhall Pharaoh lift up thy Head 
from off thee, and (hall hang thee on a Tree^ and the Birds 
(hall eat thy Flefh from off thee. 

20 And it came to pafs the third Day, which was Pha- 
raoh's Birth-day, that he made a Feaft unto all his Servants : 
and he lifted up the Head of the chief Butler, and of the 
Baker among his Servants. 

21 And he reftored the chief Butler to his Butkrfliip 5 
and he gave the Cup into Pharaoh's Hand : 

22 But he hanged the chief Baker : as Jofeph had intcp- 
preted to them. 

2 3 Yet did not the chief Butler remember Jofeph, but for- 
mat him.

5 AncI he flept and dreamed the fecond Time : and be- 
hold, feven Ears of Corb came up upon one Stalk, rank and 
good.

xJL 2 And it came to pafs when they had eaten up 
the Com which they had brought out of Egypt, their Fa* 
thcr faid unto them. Go again, buy us a little Food. 

3 Judah fpake unto him, faying. The Man did folcmnly 
proteft unto us, faying. Ye fliall not fee my Face, except 
your Brother be with you. 

4 If thou wilt fend our Brother with us, we will go 
down and buy thee Food. 

5 But if thou wilt not fend him, we will not go down : 
for the Man faid unlo us, Ye (hall not fee my Face, ex- 
cept your Brother be with you. 

6 And Ifrael faid. Wherefore dealt ye fo ill with me, as 
to tell the Man whether ye had yet a Brother ? '

1 7 And the Man did as Jofeph bade : and the Ma|i 
brought the Men into Jofeph's Houfe. 

1 8 And the Men were afraid, becaufe they were brought 
into Jofeph's Houfe, and they fa id, Becaufe of the Money 
that was returned in our Sacks at the firft Time, are we 
brought in ; that he may feek Occafion againft us, and fall 
upon us, and take us for Bond-men, and our Afles. 

19 And they came near to the Steward of Jofeph*s Houfe, 
and they communed with him at the Door of the Houfe, 

20 And faid, O Sir, we came indeed dovm at the firft

we opened our Sacks, and behold, every Man's Money was 
m the Mouth of the Sack, our Money in full Weight : and 
we have brought it again m our Hand.

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23 And he faid. Peace be to you, fear not : your Got^ 
and the God of your Father hath given you Treafure i^ 
your Sacks : I had your Money.

24 And the Man brought the Men into Jofeph*s Houfe, 
and gave them Water, and they waflied their Feet, and he 
gave their Afles Provender. 

25 And they made ready the Prefent againft Jofeph 
came at Noon : for they heard that they fliould eat Bread 
there. 

26 And when Jofeph came home, they brought him the 
Prefent which was in their Hand into the Houfe, and bow- 
ed themfelves to him to the Earth.

5 Is not this it in which my Lord drinketh^ and whereby 
mdeed he divineth ? ye have done Evil in fo doing.

7 And they faid unto him. Wherefore faith my Lord 
thefe Words ? God forbid that thy Servants fhould do ac- 
cording to this Thing. 

8 Beheld, the Money which we found in our Sacks 
Mouths, we brought again unto thee out of the Land of 
Canaan : how then fhould we ileal out of thy Lord's Houfe 
Silver or Gold ? 

9 With WHOMSOEVER of thy Servants it be found, both 
let him die, and we alfo will be my Lord's Bond-men. 

10 And he faid. Now alfo let it be according unto your 
Words : he with whom it is found (hall be my Servant j 
and ye fliall be blamelefs. 

1 1 Then they fpeedily took down every Man his Sack 
to the Ground, and opened every Man his Sack. 

12 And he fearched, and began at the eldeft, and left at 
the youngeft : and the Cup was found in Benjamin's Sack. 

1 3 Then they rent their Cloaths, and laded every Man 
his Afs, and returned to the City. 

14 And Judah and his Brother came to Jofeph 's Houfe 
(for he was yet there) and they fell before him on the Ground. 

15 And 
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1 5 And Jofeph faid unto them. What Deed is this that 
yc have done ? wot je not, that fuch a Man as I can ccr* 
tainly divine ? 

1 6 And Judah faid. What (hall we fay unto my Lord^ 
what (hall we fpeak ? or how (hall we clear our felves f 
God hath found out the Iniquity of thy Servants : behold.

26 And we faid. We cannot go down : if our younge(l 
Brother be with us, then will we go down ; for we may 
not fee the Man's Face, except our youngeft Brother be 
with us. 

27 And thy Servant my Father faid unto us, Ye know 
that my Wife bare me two Sons. 

28 And the one went out from me, and I faid, Surely be 
is torn in Pieces ; and I faw him not fince. 

29 And 
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tg And if ye taXe this alfo from me, ye (hall bring down 
my gray Hairs widi Sorrow to the Grave. 

30 Now therefore when I come to thy Servant my Fa- 
tber, and the Lad be not with us (feeing that his Life i$ 
bound up in the Lad's Life.) 

3 1 It (hall come to pafs, when he feeth that the Lad is 
not with us, that he will die : and thy Servants (hall bring 
'down the gray Hairs of thy Servant our Father with Sorrow 
to die Grave. 

32 For thy Servant became Surety for the Lad unto my 
Father, laying. If I bring him not unto thee, then I (hall 
bear the Blame to my Father for ever. 

3 3 Now therefore, I pray thee, let thy Servant abide in- 
ftead of the Lad, a Bond-man to my Lord ; and let the Lad 
go up with his Brethren.

4 And the King of Egypt faid unto them, Wherefore do 
ye, Moses and Aaron, let the People from their Works f 
get you unto your Burdens. 

5 And Pharaoh faid, Behold, the People of the Land now 
are many, and you make them reft from their Burdens. 

6 And Pharaoh commanded the fame Day the Taik-ma« 
fters of the People, and theirOfficers, faying, 

7 Ye (hall no more give the People Straw to make 
Brick, as heretofore: let them go and gather Straw for 
thcmfelves. 

8 And the Tale of the Bricks which they did make here- 
tofore, you (hall lay upon them \ you Ihall not diminifli 
ought thereof : for they be idle ; therefore they cry, faying. 
Let us go and facrifice to our God. 

9 Let there more Work be laid upon the Men, that they 
may labour therein : and let them not regard vain Words. 

10 And the Ta&-mafters of the People went out, and 
their Officers, and they fpake to the People, laying. Thus 
faith Pharaoh, I will not give you Straw. 

11 Go ye, get you Straw where you can find it : jfk 
not ought of vour Work Ihall be diminished. 

12 &> the People were fcattered abroad throughout all the 
Land of Egypt, to gather Stubble inftead of Straw. 

13 And the Task-masters hafied them, fiiyhig, Ful-^ 
fil your Works, your daily Tasks, as when there was. 
Straw. 

14 And 
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14 And the OfRcers of the Children of Ifrael, which Pha- 
raoh's Talk-mafters had fet over them, were beaten, and 
demanded. Wherefore have ye not fulfilled your Talk in 
making Brick, both Yefterday and To-day, as heretofore? 

1 5 Then the Officers of the Children of Ifrael, came and 
cried unto Pharaoh, faying, Wherefore dealeft thou thus 
with thy Servants ? 

16 There is no Straw given unto thy Servants, and 
they fay to us. Make Brick : and behold thy Servants are 
BEATEN, but the Fault is in thy own People. 

1 7 But he faid. Ye are idle, ye are idle : therefore yc 
fay. Let us go, and do Sacrifice to the Lord. 

1 8 Go therefore now and work : for there fhall no Straw 
be given, yet (hall ye deliver the Tale of Bricks. 

19 And the Officers of the Children of Ifrael did fee that 
they were in evil Cafe, after it was faid. Ye Ihall not mi- 
nifli ought from your Bricks of your daily Task. 

20 And they met Moses and Aaron, who flood m the 
Way, as they came forth from Pharaoh. 

21 And they faid unto them. The Lord look upon you, 
and judge ; becaufe you have made our Savour to be abhor- 
red in the Eyes of Pharaoh, and in the Eyes of his Servants, 
to put a Sword into their Hands to flay us. 

22 And Mofes returned unto the Lord, and faid. Lord, 
wherefore haft thou fo evil intreated this People ? why is it 
that thou haft fent me ?

We will go with our Young, and 
with our Old, with our Sons, and with our Daughters; 
with our Flocks, and with our Herds will we go : for wc 
muft hold a Feaft unto the Lord. 

10 And he faid unto them. Let the Lord be fo with 
you, as I will let you go, and your Little ones : Look to 
It, for Evil is before you. 

1 1 Not fo : go now ye that are Men, and ferve the 
Lord, for that you did defire. And they were driven 
out from Pharaoh's Prefence.

22 And they fell upon their Faces, and faid, O God, 
the God of the Spirits of all Flefh, fhall one Man fin, and 
wilt thou be wroth with all the Congregation ?

27 So they gat up from the Tabernacle of Korah, Da-» 
than, and Abiram, on every Side : and Dathan and Abiram 
came out, and ftood in the Door of their Tents, and theif 
Wives, and their Sons, and their little Children. 

Hereby ye (hall know that the Lord 
hath fent me to do all thefe Works : for I have not done 
them of mine own Mind. 

29 If thofe Men die the common Death of all Men, ot 
if they be vifited after the Vifitation of all Men j then the 
Lord hath not fent me.

39 And Eleazar the Prieft took the brazen Cenfers, 
wherewith they that were burnt had offered ; and they were 
made broad Plates for a Covering of the Altar : 

40 To be a Memorial unto the Children of Ifrae!, that 
tio Strainer, which is not of the Seed of Aaron, come near 
to offer incenfe before the Lord ; that he be not as Ko^ 
rah, and as his Company : as the Lord faid to him by the 
Hand of Mofes. 

41 But on the Morrow all the Congregation of the 
Children of Ifrael murmured againft Mofes and againft Aa- 
ron, faying. Ye have killed the People of the Lord. 

42 And it came to pafs, when the Congregation was 
gathered againft Mofes and againft Aaron, that they looked 
toward the Tabernacle of the Congregation : and behold, the 
Cloud covered it, and the Glory of the Lord appeared. 

43 And Mofes and Aaron came before the Tabernacle of 
the Congregation. 

44 And the Lord fpake unto Mofes, faying, 

45 Get you up from among this Congregation, that i 
may confume them as in a Moment : and they fell upon 
their Faces. 

46 And Mofes faid unto Aaron, Take a Cenfer, and 
put Fire therein from off the Altar, and put on Incenfe^ 
and go quickly unto the Congregation, and make an Atone- 
ment for them : for there is Wrath gone out from the 
Lord; the Plague is begun. 

47 And Aaron took as Mofes commanded, and ran into 
the midft of the Congregation ; and behold, the Plague was 
begun among the People : and he put on Incenfe, and made 
an Atonement for the People. 

48 .And he ftood between the Dead and the Living, and 
the Plague was ftayed. 

49 Now 
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49 Now they that died in the Plague, were fourteen 
thoufand and fcven hundred, befide them that died about 
the Matter of Korah. 

50 And Aaron returned unto Mofes, unto the Door of 
the Tabernacle of the Congregation : and the Plague was 
flayed.

4 And they joumied from Mount Hor by the Way 
of the Red Sea, to compafs the Land of Edom : and th6 
Soul of the People was much difcouraged becaufe of the 
Way. 

5 And the People fpake againft God, and agalnft Mofes, 
Wherefore have ye brought us up out of Egypt, to die in 
the Wildernefs ? for there is no Bread, neither is there any 
Water, and our Soul loatheth this light Bread.

IN this Book of Numbers is concluded the Hiftory of 
the Hebrews^ from their Deliverance out of Egypt ^ to 
the laft Year of their Migration in the Wildemefs. 

In this and the former Books is contained a very particu- 
lar and- dillindl Relation of the many Trials and Tempta- 
tions 
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tions that this People paTed through, while they were kept 
in a Dcfcrt, living d ily upon miraculous Bread and Water, 
having the vifible Appearance of the Cloud by Day, to 
fhade them from the fcorching Beams of the Sun, and a 
Pillar of Fire by Night. 

By the Movement of thefe, their March was direfted ; 
but notwithftanding all the trerpendous Appearances of the 
Divine Majefty upon Mount Sinaiy and their miraculous 
Support by Manna rained every Day from Heaven, and a 
River ftruck from a Rock, that followed them in this parch- 
ed Defert, upon the lead Diftrefs or Difficulty, this People 
fell into continual Murmurings, Defpondencies, Unbelief, 
and Rebellions, and fo far provoked the Difpleafure of 
their almighty Deliverer, that but Two of the vaft 
Multitude that came out of Egypty were permitted to enter 
into the promifed Land. 

In reading this wonderful Hiftory, it ought |o be conli- 
dered, that our Saviour and the Apoftles have in many 
Inftances applied thefe to the State of theChriftian Church; 
which is fummed up in

tinued in their Obedience ; and the terrible Venget 
ANCE that fhouldcome upon the whole Nation upon their 
Transgressions and Disobedience. 

It ought to be confidered, that thefe Promises and 
Threatnings were not recorded for the Inftruftion of 
the I/raelites only, but for those alfo to whom the laft 
Dispensation that God has given to Mankind is re* 
Vealed.

JL time were written for our Learning, that we 
through Patience and Comfort of the Scriptures might 
have Hope. 

As our Saviour came not to deftroy, but to fulfil the 
Law ; and as his Precepts contain the Pcrfeftion of itt 
So the Rewards promifed, and the Threatnings de« 
nounced in the Gofpel, far exceed thofe of the Law. 

Moft of the Promifes delivered by Mo/es^ were the Af- 
furances of a temporal Felicity to be enjoyed in the 
Land of Canaan, 

The Promises made to thofe that believe and obey 
the Gospel are of a much sublimer Nature, not con- 
fined 10 a fhort and very uncertain Life, but extending to 
that which is unalterable and eternal ; where is 
prepared for thofe that love and serve the Almighty, 
Jiich Rewards which Eye hath not seen, nor Ear 
heard, nor hath it entred into the U^art of Man to 
conceive. 

The Threatnings alfo of the Gospel, fo far exceed 
thofe of the Law, as the Vengeance denounced by the one is 
temporal, and that by thf, other eternal ; Moses to en- 
force his Perswasioi^s, reminds the IfraeliUs of the tre- 
mendous Appearance of the divine Majesty upon 
Mount Sinai, from whence the Law was given ; which by 
the Apoftle to the Hebrews is moft elegantly exprefled in 
liic following Words :
